Salaries were the topic of the House yesterday, and the day was 
spent in discussion 
of the rates of pay for public servants, except 
that small portion 
of the day which was taken up with Maui's 
pro- 
visions in the Loan Bill, and the purchase of the Electric light lot. 
The Loan Bill did not last through, as there is still some dis- 
cussion over the basis of distribution. 
Maui went at it strong in the 
morning, making a report which brought out some suggestions from 
the chairman 
of the committee 
of accounts 
as to the totals, and 
t 
was found that there was nearly $40,000 more than was allotted, in 
the report. 
This was speedily 
rectified 
and credited 
to a clerical 
error. 
The Chamber 
of Commerce 
was given slight courtesy in the 
discussion over wharves, 
for the indefinite postponement of 
con- 
sideration of its resolutions, 
as moved by Kaniho, found seventeen 
supporters against ten members who were in favor of full hearing 
and weighing. 
The Board of Health items, including that for 
in- 
spectors, which was one of the things asked by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, found no dissenting votes however, 
so that the commercial 
body had an even break. 
The Senate did little as there was nothing of importance to do. 
It is of interest, however, 
to the people as well as the legislators, 
that the 
Attorney-General- 
's 
Department has held that the length of 
the session can be only sixty days, without extension 
by the Gov- 
ernor.

The Terrible Cloudburst Which 
Ob-literate- d 
an Oregon Moun- 
tain Town.

PORTLAND, 
Oregon, June 
15. 
The reports from Heppner, 
the town 
which 
was 
overwhelmed 
hy a cloudburst, increase 
in 
gravity. 
Of eight hundred people, five hundred arc dead and many 
of the three hundred 
who were rescued arc suffering from bruises, 
contusions or shock. 
The flood came on Sunday evening in the form 
of a wall of water twenty feet high and it lasted for over an hour, 
carrying along boulders 
and 
buildings 
as it went. 
A horseman 
warned other villages where, although great damage was done by; 
the flood, no deaths occurred. 


Hcppner, a town of about one thousand inhabitants, is built on 
the banks of Willow Creek and in the foothills of the western spur 
of the Blue Mountains. 
The creek runs in a valley about fifty miles 
in length from the mouth of the creek in the mountains to its junc- 
tion with the Columbia River at the town of Willows. 
Heppner wa's 
the town nearest to the head of the creek and the places below, 
which were warned in time so that their inhabitants might escape, 
were the small villages of Lexington, Douglas and Cecils.

Wits in command of 11 brigade in the Department of the Cumberland, 
commanded a division at the battle of Shiloh and siege of Corinth.

Avon great praise for his conduct at tho bat'tlcs of Pcrrvville,

River, and Chiukamuuga, and in many other engagements. 
He won 
many medals for his services in tho field and in 1SDG he was sent, to 
Russia to be present at Moscow 
as America's 
representative 
at th& 
Coronation of tho present Czar. 
During the lato war with Spain 
ho-wa- 
apj)ointcd by President McKinley 
as 
member of the commis- 
sion to investigate tho War Department. 
Ho was always held in high: 
esteem by the lato President McKinley.

The court snys that If the plaintiff 
nnd the trial court had adhered to the

courts for his rights, when a breach of 
the pence would thus have been avoid- 
ed, Jts decision

be 
different, 
though on thnt point It expresses no 
opinion. 
But It Is found

its footholds nnd Its spheres of Influ- 
ence all the way from 
Maine to Porto 
Rico, from Porto Rico to Tutulla, from 
Tutulla 
to the Philippines, 
from the 
Philippines to tho Aleutian Islands and 
Alaska and back to Maine again. 
In 
nearly tho center of this Imperial circle 
lies Honolulu, commanding the cross- 
roads of the Pacific 
and bound to be

That there will be n. race for keeps, 
one which will please every spectator

on July 
4th, at 
Pearl Harbor, 
Is assured by the status 
of the clubs at the present 
time,

fact that both have crews fnr advanc- 
ed, and that there 
will be some hard 
work done between this time and the 
day of the great event. 
The men of the two clubs are hard at 
It, rowing In the harbor each evening-- 
, 
and It Is expected that during the next 
week the scene of their active training 
will 
be transferred 
to 
Pearl 
lochs. 
Thus far It has been their endeavor to 
train hero, owing 
to the large expense 
of maintaining quarters 
there, and so 
there has been only the regular 
row- 
ing from the boat houses. 
The crews

It seems a matter of surprise that 
there should be no more attempts 
to 
evade the duty at Honolulu than there 
is, as It would appear that It would not 
be such a difficult 
feat as at a large 
port like San Francisco. 
But it is pro 
bably more difficult 
to smuggle goods 
into Honolulu than through the larger 
port. 
"Everything 
from a foreign steamer

Into 
Honolulu 
is rigidly

"Baggage is examined here just 
as thoroughly 
as at

Francisco. 
Few 
passengers 
who 
are

to the coast, and stop off en 
route,

baggage 
ashore. 
What comes ashore goes 
to tho 
cus- 
toms officers for examination, 
and 
Is 
listed. 
Then when the passenger sails 
for the coast the baggage is placed in a 
sealed compirtment 
with 
a combina- 
tion lock. 
The combination is sent to 
the Collector at San Francisco, and the 
compartment 
is not opened 
en route. 
If there 
is any suspicion 
of wrong, 
the collector examines 
the 
baggage 
again, 
and can easily ascertain 
from 
the lists sent him, whether 
anything 
dutiable has been added." 
"If 
the 
passenger doesn't 
get 
his 
goods down in time enough to go In'o 
the sealed compartment, the customs 
officers 
tie it up with rope 
and then 
seal it. 
If the 
seal 
has been broken 
en routet the baggage will be examin- 
ed again. 
But there are very few at- 
tempts 
to get goods 
into the United 
States 
through 
Hawaii without 
pay- 
ing the duty."

the explottntlon of tho sisal Industry 
on 
Maul. 
The 
Plantation 
owns 
sev-er- al 
thousand 
ncres 
unavailable 
for 
cane, but 
of excellent soil, and 
suit- 
able for the culture 
of a high grade 
of Blsal. 
For several years past sisal 
has 
boon 
grown 
on this land as an 
experiment, 
nnd 
has produced a fine 
large plant. 
Samples 
have been 
sent 
to the 
mill 
on 
Oahu, 
and test 
fiber 
has been forwarded to tho Tubbs 
Cor- 
dage Factory at Oakland, Cal., 
to be 
tested ns to Its quality. 
Mr. W. E. Bockwlth 
of Haiku, 
who 
Is tho mlumgcr of tho enterprise 
hns 
150,000 plnnts which 
ho expects to have 
set out before Christmas nnd. from 300 
to 
500 ncres will 
be planted 
to sisal. 
It will take from three 
to four years 
to be ready for cutting, by which time 
a 
mill 
will 
bo erected at Haiku 
to 
prepare the fiber. 
While It Is too early 
yet to predict tho final result still the 
experiment 
will

petition for final distribution for Monday, Juno 22. 
"The will is rather strange in some of its provisions," Judge Gear 
says at the outset, 
and is a striking cxamplo of the extent to which, 
under the present Territorial 
laws, a testator may tie up a vast estate 
for a long 
It ties up the principal of the estate until a 
period of twenty years after the death of all the living children of 
tho 
and gives no part of the vast estate to any living child, the 
income alone being disposed 
of. 
Such wills are not favored in law 
and it would be well if laws were passed, here as in New York and 
some other States where two lives in being is the limit of time 
which the fee may bo suspended; or such as tho laws of California, 
prohibiting a trust to convey." 
Tho court finds tho will also peculiar in that there does not seem 
to be any present transfer of tho feo of the realty, the executors being 
empowered 
"to reduce to possession" the realty, and manage 
and control it. 
There is no devise of tho realty to the 
Thero are pages of 
discussion of the difficulties the testa- 
tor placed in the way of distribution

Tho court gives details of many items of expenditures in the ac- 
count which the executors were not authorized 
to pay out. 
It

cides that they cannot take as trustees until discharged 
as executors 
after it decree of distribution. 
In their account tho 
charge

and ask to be credited with 
.$709,7-12.79- 
, 
a balance of 
due them. 
The court distinguishes tho 
separate interests of tho wifo of the testator as executrix and legatee. 
Judge Gear finds that $357,741.91 paid to Airs. A. K. C. Parker, 
formerly Mrs. Campbell, as equivalent of 
one-thir- d 
of the personalty, 
should all have come from principal and not from income. 
A sub- 
sequent report recognized this, leave to amend being requested. 
Ho asks if $.ra,27'I.Gfi 
paid to Mrs. Parker as her third of the 
net income was authorized by tho will to be paid while the estate was 
as yet in the hands of the executors. 
The question is discussed 
and 
this is tho answer by tho court: 
"While it seems 
from tho will, and I must so hold, that tho 
executors as such had no authority 
to pay out this money to Mrs. 
still it seems to me that the Avill gives Mrs. Parker her 
one-thir- d 
of the net income of the realty from the time of the 
death and not only from the time of the trustees taking possession of 
tho estate." 
But later the court concludes that there must be distribution 
to 
the trustees before they could pay this money to Mrs. Campbell. They 
are ordered to be surcharged with this $35,27'l.(55.

If considered as paid it should have 
from it the commissions 
charged on all the payments above

bonds. 
Items of "expenses proper" amounting to $07,15G.ll aro found 
not segregated, so that it is

to say if they aro correctly 
charged. 
A long list of items is given with the comment that they 
should 
bo charged to principal. 
Bental of $33 10.35 from tho San Joso property 
was collected, 
tho court thinks improperly because the executors had not taken tho 
property. 
The family allowance of 
should bo charged to principal 
and not to tho 'income from tho 
pcr.-on- al 
property. 
A similar finding 
is made as to $3S,S2l.SS for 
homo-toa- d 
on tho Emma street 
promises. 
Also, it is found that 
$32,293.-1- 
investments of tho bal- 
ance duo on stocks should be charged to principal, 
and tho income 
account credited and the principal accounted debited with the sum. 
It is decided that tho minor children shall havo a guardian of their 
property, but not of their persons, appointed.

Tho Franciscan Sisters of tho Catholic Church aro planning a re- 
treat in Honolulu for the benefit of tho aged, infirm and sick members 
of tho order. 
Thero are 
of the good sisters of mercy in the 
islands at present, and they havo no home of their own. 
For many years now tlieso devoted women havo been giving their 
entire lives to tho lepers on 
and now Unit some of them aro 
beginning to feel the effects of their 
work, they wish to pre- 
pare a home to shelter them in tho years they still havo to live.

Some of the Catholic Sisters are at tho Kalaupapa leper settlement 
and havo not been away from thero for years. 
Others aro caring lor 
lepers at tho Kalihi Ueceiving Station. 
It is a labor of love that these 
Catholic Sisters aro doing. 
They receive pay from tho Territorial 
Government, a moro pittance and the wholo amount, paid for tho entire 
soventeen sisters would not induce ono nurso to undertako tho work 
thoy aro doing. 
But they havo boon 
oven tho stipend they receivo monthly 
from tho Board of Health, and their accumulated savings havo reached 
such a figure, that thoy feel that, with a littlo outsido help, thoy may 
build tho retreat which will do for them in their old age. 
Sister Bonedictino 
said last night, that their plans aro still in 
embryo. 
Thoy havo inspected several tracts of lands, but no decision 
has boon readied as to location. 
Ono of theso tracts looked at is in 
Kaimuki. 
Once it has been decided to build, as largo a pieco of laud as possi- 
ble will bo obtained, and the convont building will bo walled in. Just

work is delayed by tho illness of Father Valentine,

"The session 
now sitting 
is a 
spe- 
cial session 
of tho Legislature 
as a 
whole, 
convened 
by the Governor for 
a particular 
purpose, nnd the session 
shall 
continue 
for sixty 
days. 
Sec. 
43 clearly provides for this by stating 
that each session of the Legislature 
shall continue not longer than 
sixty 
days, etc.
